Days 
dragged themselves. into yoars and the 
Tights becaino ages, agéa of terrible suffer” 
ing, of nausea, griping, abdominal pains 
snd e horrible, burning, . quenchless 
thirst’ So intense wag, this suffering that 
life seemed almost’ unendarable. In 
desperation .we arosé the night and 
drank ‘our fill “of whi “supposed “to 
be a deadly poinon—water—hut strange to 
say wo felt no worse. Tuesday morning 
the muffins for, breakfast were most appotis- 
ing but we were too sick to do more than 
taste them. We gave tho rest to the ser- 
vanta' who thonght them so nice that they 
sent some over to the native preacher's 
children, and soon we heard that tho entire 
family, including the Bible-woman, had 
joined our forces, Then dosconded to the 
kitchen and foll upon the baking-powder tin. 
The colour of the powder we found to be 
a faint. orange, and the mystery of our 
illness was explained ! , At firatwe thought 
it had boen ‘mixed with bicchromate of 
potash. We knew this drug could be pro- 
cured here, as it is, used in ‘photography, 
which ig quite a fad in our city’ just. now. 
As an antidote we drank vinegar, as 
one wonld drink water, but with no 
relieve. Futhor investigation proved the 
poigon to bo bisulphide of arsenic.

_ Afier some delay the cook arrived from 
Soochow and tho trial began. He at first 
pofsisted that he knew nothing whatever 
about the case, ‘and even held out against 
the application’ of a bundred or so blows 
upon the faes, and several hundreds on the 
Dare buttocks. The muagistrate, having 
obtained sufficient evidence as to the man’s 
guilt, applied tha third degree of punish- 
ment. ¢.¢., the pluie’ rattan lash, After 
three hundred lashes actoss his bate back, 
tho raan. begged to be allowed to confess. 
Confession is esgential before one can be 
condemned by 2 Chinese Court, no matter 
how strong the evidence may ‘be againat 
him.

He 
procured the poison from a barber's shop.

barbers only are allowed to keep it to disin- 
foct tho head of any customer who inay 
need euch treatmont. . The case being anew 
one to our mmrgistra’e, and: of such ¥ nerious 
nature, he felt comyelled to refer it tor the. 
Soochow prefect, who no doubt will pass it, 
on to the Provincial Judge. .
